Dear Mr. Weiaberg: 

It was aa gaad ta talk with yau! I recagnized yaui vai ce £ram 
the TV pragram alniaat immediately and. a£ caurae. my ematlana 
gat rather much £ar awhile. Like the man aaya. Farglve my 
Grie£. Yau taak yaur cue right away, when I tald yau that 
yau wauld remember my writing the £ir at time. Aa yau rauat 
realize naw. I Juat wanted ta be aure the letter X wrate 
recently gat thraugh ta yau...aa I tried ta pretend yau al- 
ready knew. 0, K,, that*a settled. Aa far yaur nate 4/6/75. 
thank yau very much. I appreciate haw busy yau must be. 

I believe researching thaae letters ta theeditara is danger- 
aua in Dallas. X used ta ga ta NTSU in Dentan and ance I 
tried leaking inta the library's back £i le a . . .newspape r a . 
Althaugh I'm nat certain it was that day. X was tailgated 
far 5 miles by a Tex. Dept, af Public Safjifety car alang 
my way back ta Dallas. Xt was annaying because except far 
aur twa cars, there waa naane else at all an the highway. Xt 
«auld have beenthat day. but X waa palitically active in a 
small way. Aa X said. I didn't think much af it ather tahn 
than maybe a cap waa flirting with me. Until X read abaut 
Ms. Martin being tailed inta Qallas. 

X tried awfully hard ta fix the time af the actual threat in 
the paper, befare Kennedy came ta Dallas and if X cauldn't da 
it them. I dan't see haw X can da it naw. X*m gaing ta try. 

X really did believe Dallas was dangeraus wktk far Kennedy, 
but withaut that piece af paper in my hand, my ward was wi th- 
aut value. Warae than valueless. Xf X had it. ar a date far 
it, X wauld have sent aut warnings ananymaualy. Anyway, then 
the Secret Servcie came fram Vashingtan. and they said he 
wauld be pratected fram thase whs had published threats. X 
knew afl na ather published threats and waa relieved. 

After the asaassinatian . X still believed it passible that 
the editar had slipped it inta print ta ahaw that the rad. 
left cauld parallel the rad. right. I wrate ta the Warren 
Cammiaaian because this had nat came ta public attentian. 

X want ta bring ta yaur attentian. haw different waa my 
view af the happenings in Dallas. .than mast anyane elaePa. 

Aa an example, take after the aaaaaainati an: X waa inclined 

ta believe mhat aut-af-atate press said abaut Ruby. He waa 
at Dallas News, went ta KUF (very right-wing]^ ta the Times 
Herald. I asked myself. if he might have knawn abaut the 
letters ar ather cammuni catl an a in the same vein. Waa he 
trying ta salve the mystery? Why did he then kill Oswald? 

Anather idea I had waa the letters might have been signals 
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far isalated actlan giaupa ar Individuals ta enact certain 
elementa in a plat. While it ia unlikely far a large num- 
ber af per sans ta bo involved in a plat af thia magnitude 
and ta succeaafully keep it secret, ., it would not be impassible 
fat there ta have been a parallel atructure af cells in opera- 
tion in and out af Dallas, whose members did not know af athess 
and just what their exact function was. It would be passible 
fat someone with real PR talent ta work this up into existence. 
The people used didn*t have ta be too bright. 

This would have accounted dor the phony Oswald trails and 
even maybe the letters I wrote about. There could have been 
a dual purpose: as signals and as evidence ta frame Oswald. 

1 didn*t read every letter ta the editor. There might have 
been others. Maybe they wore only in hone delivered editions. 

My best recollection far the first letter was around March 1963. 
1 wrote about it to one of ray Eastern friends which 1 tore up 
because it was so hopeless to explain Dallas to someone outside, 
I wrote a second letter, but I don't think it was specific as 
to the 0, H. Lee bit, I questioned some of my later, 

to no avail. It bad to be before September 1963 because I 
joined the League of Women Voters then. 

Anyway, there's another point: if Oswald wrote those letters 

he had penpals. 1 said to the Warren Corami ssien, in a letter 
1 thought lambasted the local press,, ithat I made up my mind 
to stop reading htose horrid columns of opinions. That turned 
out not to be true. I could no longer resist reading them. 

I wrote them and sometimes got into print. More important, 1 
got answers both pro and con. There wasn't a single letter 
that me or my husband wrote that got into print and didn't 
get some reply. You believe? 

The next part ia agony for me. After the Warren Report came 
outt I always thought I had an incomplete edition. Surely 
the assassination wasn't explained thusly. My key to develop- 
ment rf the true picture would bo when it was leaked to the 
press that LBJ had also been threatened. ..to knit factions in 
Texas politics behind LBJ, As you know, that never happened. 

I kept diaries and appt. memos in Texas. I took out as much 6f 
this junk as I could when I left. I'd never have been able to 
remember details of what happened without these aids. To 
remember names of people I'd met, I'd record then. Incidents 
of interest, like being tailgated, 

December, 1965: My husband wrote a'letter to the editor that 
was critical of the Dallas School Board. It printed. We 
got letters in support. We v/ere invited to help launch an 
opposition slate. Wera were about a dozen people. Nothing. 

We got the group going, with very wall-cr adcnti alcd people. 
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At this paint, I say « newspaper or facimilc newspaper v/as 
delivered to o\2r house that said that a rumored roundup 
of informants to the Warren Commission was in the offing. 

1 complained to my'husband about this, but he was not en- 
thusiastic *about continuing political activity and he was 
inclined to be short with me. He had begun to worry about 
my intensity of concern and this claim of mine about the 
newspaper article served to convince him that 1 was going 
off the deep end. When I realized he wasn*t believing me 
and wanted me to get medical attention, X acquiesced to 
seeing our family doctor. That started a corami tt^raent 
proceeding which ended with me being in Parkland. 

maneuvered 

Xn Parkland, X wa;^/KaHxxscxKKX through a series of "stimuli" 
which utilized PB stunts, rather "impressive if one believes 
everything one sees. X wi sh X could say X managed with some 
grace, but X panicked. To me, the aeries of * stimuli' 
extended forward in time to the original newspaper article 
at the top of the page here. To me, it meant that the 
people who had arranged the assassination were having me 
dealt wi th. . .per haps done away with... and they would get 
away with killing Kennedy too. X went into shock. X had 
a tic, my head shaking sometimes, which X could not control. 

X£ you allow yourself to believe me for a moment, would it 
not seem so to you also? That I was to be disposed of? 
Certainly at the least, discredited as a witness. X spent 
six months of very hard time. 

My husband was told to keep me away from my political friends 
and to throw away the papers X had been reading when X got 
"sick**. The psychiatrist who had charge of me said that when 
"k when reality got threatening, X lost reality. What was 
real to me was reality 4- plus what I felt was real. He almost 
had me convinced of the first half of the statement. Except 
that here in N. Y. C., X faced down a girl with a gun who was 
trying to hold me up. The men in my office said they would 
havei handed over their '^walle t a . Another time when X was 
mugged and hit over the he ad a couple of times, people in a 
li ghted ' store wouldn't help me although my mouth was bleeding. 

X had to get help myself, which X did. X didn't lose any 
reality. All right. This la ^ personal frame of reference. 

X have some conjectures: we were introduced to some people 

from New Orleans after my husband's letter appeared in the 
paper. X didn't like them... they seemed rather unsavory types. 
There was a man named Eatel Parham, an older woman with silver 
or blond hair, a young girl whom my husband's lab assistant 
had fiound to room with, and a young man who wanted to know 
if my husband could get him some drug a . . .me sea li ne or LSD. 
These people gave me very bad vibes and X told my husband to 
tell his technician to move. The roommates had a falling-out 
and she did move shortly afterward. 
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More conjecture: In early August 1965, I noticed an Item 

in the newspaper (Times) which said that Park Street, a 
Houston (? ) attorney had committed suicide by means of 
hanging himself with a belt from a bedpost. He was 
supposed to have founded the court of last resort to 
defend doomed convicts along with Stanley Gardner. I 
thought that was an awfully unlikely way for him to do 
this and that this might be just the sort of person who 
might have inspired the confidence of people who were 
knowledgeable about the Kennedy assassination. 

Still More: This is probably grossly unfair to the man, 

but. ..it is my opinion that S. Truly wrote letters to 
the Dallas papers and presumably, read them as well. 

Perhaps, though, he was only being a good citizen after 
the JFK murder. A lot of Dallaaites did come forward and 
brave harrassment and threats for being pro-Kennedy. X 
don*t know about before. That*a when I started looking 
for them.
